OGéneral Han-
eock's military oareer seemed (rom the first to
oonstilute A gusranies against snbieryisuoy to
the views promul the President. It
war not probabls that his tried and sterling
loyalty would admit of tampering with the
Inw in the interest of disloysl faotioms. But
it is pevertheless satisfaotory to have these
repeated and explicit assuraneces from his own
lips of his resolve to oarry ont the law in its
spirit, as opposed Lo the far-fetched rendering
of its letter whivh forms the distingnishiog
festure of Mr. Jobnzon's programme.

But General Hanoook gows still farther. He
does more than declars his adberence to the
gpirit of the law. Ie vivdicates the law itself
as neither vindictlve nor tyranmical. “The
stiiot performance of a soldier’s duty," he
woll réemarks, ‘“‘may be construed by those
whom it affects as oppressive; but a guiet snb
miesion to the execntion of the acts of Con-
greas in spirft and letter will obyiate all ap-
pearance of either oppression or tyranny.”
I'he case conld not be more neatly stated. The
law wears the aspect of oppression ouly to
those who are opposed to its objects, aud
would frustrate its operation. There is not a
gtatute in existence which is mnot deemed
tyrannieal by its habitual wiclators, and the
Heconstruction law is not likely to be an ex-
ception. The penalties it prescribes are cer-
tainly not very despotic in their natare, Dis-
abilities that are limited to exclusien from
office and jirom voting are the mildest form
which punishment for rehellion could assume.
These are oppressive solely in the sense that
attaches to all penalties for offenses defined
by law.

The parts of the recovstruction schema
which most exvilg opposition are those which
oonfer political equality npon the blacks; but
surely the enfranchisement of the rave whom
the war has mode free is not oppression to any
other clags, Hence the appositeness of Gene-
ral Hancook's saying:—‘“Ag to tha legitimate
exeqution of the law ever becoming oppresgive
or tyrannical, that depends much upon whather
it meets with resistance, either passive or
open.” The communities which accept the
plan of Congress in good faith, comply with
its requirements, and leave other considera
tions to be determined after the Bounth shall
have been fully restored to the Uvion, will
have no need to complain of vrnelty or oppres-
glon. The law may be in some respects un-
{mlalahla to them as to others, but it chnnot
»a  properly branded as oppression, wnor
can  the mililary government, which is
one  of its preliminary  incidents, be
justly etigmatized as tyraunieal. Not so,
however, with the antagouista of the law,
Whether they work oovertly or opeunly,
they may be expected to demur to the
uature of a system which compelsthem to
obay the law and to abide Ly its results. In
their eyes the suppression of the Reballion by
Federal power was gross usarpation ond
despotism. It is natural for themm to object
to the just and logionl sequences of Union vio-
tory a8 in the highest degree despotic. Bat
the circumstance is not calonlated to shake
the confldence of the conntry in the equity
and wisdom of the conditions laid down by
Congress. The law was enacted in thesinte-
reat of the Union—not to gratify the wishes of
Rebels; and an opposition which aims at the
abatemwent of Union demands for the conve-
nience and gratification of those who regard
the Union itsell as the ewbodiment of oppres-
sion, is not entitled to very serupulons atten-
tion. In General Hancock's estimation, *‘the
lost cause™ is not the cause to which the
commanders of the military distriots shonld
pay particular deference. His explicit utter-
anoes on the snbject dispel the last of the de-
lusions to which the President’s recent pro-
ceadings have given birth. -

The Indian Bother,
From the N. ¥.

The council held on the 19th instant at
North Platte, between the United States Com-
missioners and certain Indian chiefls, was im-
portant, although it did not result in a def-
nite treaty. The hostile tribes responsible for
the current troubles are the Sioux bands of
the North, and the Cheyennes, Kiowas, and
Comanches of the Somih. The former roam
along and above the valley of the North
Platte; the Jatter along and below the valley
of the Arkansas. But all these tribes, whose
hunting grounds join and intersect each other
in the country between the two rivers men-
tioned, make common cause for warof the
encroacliments of white travel along the staze,
wagon, and adyvancing Paciflu Railroad routes
between, The Slonx, besides, are irvitated
againat the wagon route opened through the
Powder viver country from Fort Larsuie to
{he gold region of Montans, which conntry
they Lave long ocoupied, aud to which they
bave an undotbted title. Thiz explanation
will enable those who take the tronbls to
glance at o map to understand the gist of the
difieulty. )

Language like this, addressed to intelligent
Ieings, would have been very instrootive and
convincdng., Bat it greatly disgnsted the
snvages who listened to it, and enused Turkaey
I'vot, a Southern Cheyenne, and one of the
most malignant of ehiefs, to guit the eonnoil
in a buff.  The anger of the rest of the red
men wad masked. ““We thonglit,” sald Swift
Bear, & Sloux, *“‘that you would give us a little
smmunition to get our living with and make
our hearts glad. Take pity on us this day.”
Whersupon the Commissioners, taking coun-
énl, copoluded to imsne & limited supply of
powder to the lodians slong with the other
preseits provided, and to hope, in the mean-
time, that the tribes so favored would keep the
peace until the next council in November.

The plan which the Commissioners have re.
golved upon thus appears to be to put the
hottile Indians aside, northward sand south.
ward, from the great railroad and wagon
routes of travel eastward and westward be.
twixt the Platte and Arkansas rivers; and to
dispose of the porthern Sioux &0 closa to the
Upper Missonri as that the road from Fort
Laramie to the Montana mining distriots above
may be left O{ren. It is very doubtful whether
treaties to this effect can be peaceably and
gvonrely perfected, The Government has
waited too lomg. Our troops on the plains
dnrinﬁelhe past year have been too few, and
bave been too often evaded or beaten. The
savages—oparticnlarly the vengeful Bioux—
have thriven unlawfully and well upon the
spoil of emigrant and Government traing, over-
Innd stages, and settlers’ homeg. They have
been sutfered to undervalue the might of the
(ireat Father at Washington. Out of his
plenty in charge of his commissioners, they
will probably cajole what they can at the forth-
coming conncils, and then they will begin
their devil’s work amew. Our true policy
was, years ago, to win them to our fold. We
have continually thrust and still aim to thrust
them out of it—therafors they continue to be
preying border wolves.
